PHOTAGRAPHS SOUND WAVE

MAUUOV, Wis.i Much 24.— Prof. 


R, W. Wood, of Madison, hu suc- 
ceeded in making photographs of 
waves of sound in air. 


The eondd wave la the oraok of an 


electric spark, and it is illuminated 
and photographed by means of the 
light of a second ep&rk, which 
flashes between two magnesium 
wires at some distance behind the 
first, and at an intervial of .about 
one tonthontandth of ft 'second after 
the first spark. The sound wave is 
thud oaught before it has gotten out 
of the field of the instrument, al- 
though, moving with a velocity of 
1,000 feet a second. The -wave ap- 
pears as ft thin circle of- shadow 
with a light border, being elmply a 
sectional view of the rapidly diverg- 
ing spherical shell of condensed nir 
constituting the sound wavo. 


By placing a glass plate near the 


point where the wave starts, the re- 
flected wavo or echo has been pho- 


tographed, which appears aa a oir 
cle with equal but opposite curva 
ture. These waves -wore observed 
by Toylflr, a German physicist, a 
number of years ago, bat they havo 
never boon photographed before.
